ground shale or clay is mixed with 
water into a'stiff mud, which is 
forced through a die forming a con- 
tinuous column. The column in travel- 
ing, aver the cutter plates is sliced 


into brick by common piano wire, 
guided by slots in the steel plates.

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Tax Plan Endorsed 


The Saturday Evening Post, tht 


.nation's greatest weekly magazine, is 
the latest to give genuine approval 
to the plan of removing the fixing 
of tax values from local influences, I 
as has been done in Ohio. The Post 
says equality, in taxation can 
be' 


brought about only 
in this 
way.' 


The indorsement was given in'an edi-j 
torial in the magazine May 16. Al-i 
.though it deals with ' conditions in ! 
Minnesota under the elective system j 
of choosing assessors and points out' 
a remedy, it fits in so 'nicely "with! 
taxation reforms in this state, that] 
this paper reproduces the editorial. 
Here it is: 


"About taxes a few things may 


be asserted with the utmost confi- 
dence. 
One of them is that there 


never can be an even approximately 
equitaljle system of property ' tax- j 
ation unless the fixing of values is 
removed from local influences. 


"A Minnesota report shows that 


the local assessors generally ignored 


the legal mandate to return all prop- 
erty at its true .value and substituted 
various ratios of their own, with the 
inevitable result that 'the assessment 
abounds 
in the 
grossest 
inequal- 


ities.' 
A New Hampshire investi- 


gation found some assessors .return- 
ing property at fifty per cent, or less 
of its true, value and others at sev- 
enty per cent, or more. 
In every 


state where the valuing of property 
for taxation is. left largely to local 
officials the same conditions can be 
found. 


"''So. long as a general property- 


tax is retained—which will undoubt- 
edly be a long while—the only ra- 
tional way to levy it is through a 
state board to which- local assessors 
are directly responsible. 
The local 


assessor is almost always a taxpayer 
himself. 
His friends and political 


supporters are taxpayers. 
He does 


not want his community to pay more 
taxes relatively 
than some 
other 


community. His constant tendency 
is to cut down valuations."

The Vegetable Caterpillar.

New Zealand's vegetable caterpillar 


is not vegetable nt all. It is a grub 
about the length of the, finger .which 
has its habitat in friable mold at the 
rodts of the rata vine. In^ many in- 
stances this grub, Known to >-ew Zea- 
lander colonials by if. Maori name, 
aweto, is infected by t I'g^ spores of.a 
fungus, Cordyceps (Sphueriaj"TObertsiL 
While the mycelium of this fungus is 
Invading the tissues of the- aweto it 
sends up a spore bearjng stalk to the 
height of from four to--eight inches 
Just between the head and the first 
ring of the body of the grub 
By the 


time the spores are ready to discharge 
the animal dies, and the whole body is 
found filled with vegetal material 
The same spot of ground is the theater 
of a second drama of vegetable feroc- 
ity. 
While the fungus is destroying 


the insect at ite roots tbe rata vine 
grows upward by twining about some 
tree of less rapid growth and in the 
end strangles its support and main- 
tains thereafter a tiee existence ot its 
own.'
